G.S.R. 218(E). —^Thc following draft rules which the Caitral Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 6 of the Indian Potts Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) and in supersession of the notification of 
Government of India in tire then Ministry of Sliipping and Transport (Transport Wing), No. GSR 950 dated 14tli July, 1972 is 
hereby published as required by sub-section (2) of Section 6 of the said Act for infoimation of all concerned likely to be 
affected thereby. 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration on or after tire expiry of 45 days from 
the publication of this notification. Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person/authority with 
respect to tire said draft rules before the expiry of the said period will be considered by the Central Government. Objections or

DRAFT RULES 

CHAPTER—] 

GENERAL 

1. Short title and commencement —(1) Tliese rules may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Pott 

Rules. 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Olficial Gazette. 

2. Ocfinition.<i —In tltesc rales, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(i) “Chainnan” means the Chairman of the Port Management Board”, 

(ii) “Conservator” means some officer or body of persons appointed to be conservator by the Central 
Government; 

(iii) “Deputy Conservator” means the Officer to whom powers have been delegated to function on behalf of 
die Conservator of Ports of Andaman and Nicobar Islimds imd includes any other officer acting under 
his authority to exercise or perform tire fimctions. under the Indian Port Act, 1908 (15 of 1908); 

(iv) “Dock” means all land, jetties, roads, quays, berths, sheds winchouses, ;md other works and things 
appertaining to any dock ;md also the portion of the sea enclosed or protected by the arms or groynes of 
a harbour, 

(v) “Dry Docks" means the two Dry’ Docks in Phoeni.x Bay Complc.x or any otlier dry docks that may be 
constructed by the Ports of Andaman and Nicobar islands subsequently constructed for this purpose , 

(vi) “Day break” means hal f an hour before sumisc; 

(vii) “Dark” means half an hour alter sunset; 

(\'iii) “Inland vessel” mcansanyvesselwhichissubjecttotlieprovisionofthelnland Vessels Act, 1917 (1 of 

1917). 

(ix) “Master” when.used in relation any vessel, nicims miy person otlier tlian a Pilot benig in charge or 
control of tlic vessel; 

(X) “Ports of Andaman and Nicobar” means the Ports of East Island, Diglipur, Mayabunder, Havelock, 
Neil Ishmd, Elphinstonc Harbour and R;mgat, Port Blair, Cinque and South Cmque Islands, maepherson 
straits (Jolly Buoys), Hut, Bay, Dugong Creek, Carnicobar (Malacca and Mus), Kondul Island. Chowra, 
Tercssa, Tilhmgchang. Tillangch:mg (Castle Bay,) Katchal (East Bay, Kamorta, Nancowry’, Campbell 
Bay and Soutli Bay, including any part of river or chmincl in which the Indian Pons Act, 1908 is for the 
lime being in force ; 

(xi) “Port Management Board” in relation to ports of Andaman and Nicobar means a body of persons 
constituted to be die Port Management Board by die Central Govemment; 

(\ii) “Pilot” me;ms a person for the time being audioriscdto Pilot a vessel; 
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(xiii) “Power Driven vessel” means any vessel propelled by machinery; 

(xiv) “Scrang” means any person in charge of a boat/flat; and 

(xv) “Ton” means a ton as determined or determinable by the rules made under Section 74 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 193 8) for regulating the measurement of the grops tonnage of ships exc^t ill 
the case of flats and boats where the rules for harbour craft shall apply. 

3 Application : (1 ) These rules shall apply to all the declared ports in the Union Teiritory of Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands (hereinafter referred to “as the Port”). 

(2) The provisions of these rules relating to sea going vessels shall also apply to sea planes; Catamarans, hoverctafts 
.and Hydrofoils, but where, as a result of their Special construction it is not possible for theip to comply fully with the provisions 
specifying of the carrying of lights and shapes the fact is to be reported to the Conservator. Nothing contained in these rules shall 
affect the provision of 

(i) Any rules under the Petroleum Act, 1934 (XXX of 1934). 

(ii) Any rales made under Inland Vessels Act, 1917 (1 of 1917). 

(iii) Any Byclaws/Regulations made under the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963). 

(iv) Any Rules/Regulation/Bye-Laws made under the Environment (Protection) Act 1986 (29 of 1986). 

CHAPTER—ri 

RULES FOR SEA-GOING VESSELS 
(Including interdsland vessels) 

4. Entry/Departure restrictions.—No vessel shall enter or leave the port between sunset and sunrise 
witliout special authority of the Deputy Conservator of the port. 

5. Occupation of berths.—All vessels within the port shall take up such berths as may be assigned to 
them by the Deputy Conservator of the Port and shall change their berths or shift therefrom when so required 
by him. 

6. Berth allocation.—Vessels shall be allotted berths by the Deputy Conservator or Harbour Master 
subject to Nautical requirements being satisfied. 

7. Restriction on movement—Every sea-going vessel shall, as and when ordered by tlie Deputy Conservator, 
or harbour Master, as the case may be, move to or from any bertli, mooring or anchorage in the port, proceed 
up or down except under tlic direction of an officer of the Port Pilot Service. 

8. Prevention of collisions at sea.—Every vessel under the charge of a Pilot while navigating in the 
channel shall be governed by International Rules for preventing collisions at sea, as modified or 
supplemented by the local rules prescribed by the Port Management Board for navigation in the 
channel. 

9. Movement without Pilot or other authorised officer.—(i) No sea-going vessel over 2100 loans shall move 
into or out of, or within Port, or to or from a jetty^erth/moormg/anchordge, without having a Pilot, or a duly 
authorised officer on board, unless a dispensation for. the same is given under the provision of Section 31 of 
tlie Indian Ports Act, 1908. 

(ii) The Master or die owner shall obey every lawful direction or, and act in full cooperation with all 
duly Authorised officers of the Port for the purpose of mooring or unmooring, moving or removing a sea¬ 
going vessel or of regulating its position or of adjusting its equipment and gear, for the loading or discharging 
of its cargo, for her safey or similar otlier purposes. 

10. Applications for Pilot.—All applications for sea-going vessels to be hauled into or cast-off from, moorings 

or for any otlier assistance shall be made eitlicr personally or by letter, to the Deputy Conservator or Harbonr 
Master. 

11 Furnishing of particulars of Vessel.—Before a sea-going vessel is brought into the Docks or placed 
alongside die jetties, die Master or Owner or agents shall furnish to the Harbour Master or Manager 
(Port Signal and Operations) or other duly Authorised Officer of the Port full particulars of the vessel’s 
dimensions, drafts, toimage and special icatures of equipment or construction in the prescribed form. 
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12. Use of Tug. —Every sea-going v^el wishing to move within the port shall employ such tugs for the purpose 
as are, in the opinion of the Harbour Master, or Pilot-in-charge, necessary for its safety. 

13 . Power of Vessels. —^The Master of every sea-going vessel entering or leaving any mooring or any dock or 
jetty berth under its own power shall be responsible, for the maintenance of sufficient power to work its 
engines at full speed, ahead as may be required. 

14. Use of Motorings. —^No sea-going vessel shall attach to or use any mooring (Fixed or Swinging) without 
the permission of the Deputy Conservator or the Harbour Master. 

15 . Anchors at Bow. —Every sea-going vessel under way, or lying in the stream or at a mooring shall at all times 
have atleast one anchor at the bow with a cable bent ready for letting go at short notice. 

16. Mooring of vessels. —No person shall moor any sea-going vessel in any manner other than that 
prescribed by the Deputy Conservator, or Harbour Master or alter without the permission of the 
Deputy Conservator or Harbour Master, the mooring of any sea-going vessel save for the purpose of easing 
undue strain or of taking up undue slack, as may be necessary for the vessel's safety during the inclement 
weather. 

17. Trials of engines. —^No propellors of a sea-going vessel occupying moorings in tlie docks or in the 
stream or lying at a dock berth shall be turned without giving sufficient warning to all boats in the 
vicinity and unless a pilot or Assistant Harbour Master is on board during engine trial s, propellers shall only 
be turned at dead slow for a very short periods, in each direction and no trial over the power of dead slow for 
a very short period shall be made except under tlic direction of a Pilot or Assistant Harbour Master. 

18 Dismantling of engines. —^No sea-going vessel shall, without the permission of tlie Deputy Conservator, or 

Harbour Master, dismantle it engines or otherwise render itself incapable of movement. 

19. Storm signals. —When storm signal No, VIII, IX, or X are hoisted on the flagstaff at Uve Port Control 
Tower, the Masters of all sea-going vessels shall immediately take evciy precaution to make their 
vessels snug and secure and in particular shall keep a second anchor ready for letting go and take such oUier 
precautions to ensure safety of the vessel, life and property. 

20. Crews for vessels. —Subject to the provisions of rules 21, 22,23,24 and 25, allsea-going vessels in tlie port 
shall have on board a sufficient number of crew to perform any duties which may become necessary for tlie 
safety or movement of the vessel in an emergency. 

21 . Licence of minimum crew. —Whenever any sea-going vessel is laid up in any berth or mooring specially 
allotted to it for that purpose, it shall be lawful for the Port Management Board by tlie himd of their 
Chief Port Administrator to grant for a stated period a licence, in Form A of the Schedule authorising tlic 
vessel to remain at her bertli or mooring with tlie minimum crew specified in that licence. 

22. Revocation of the licence. —It shall be lawful for the port Management Board by tlie hand of the Chief 
Port Administrator in Form B of the schedule to revoke the aforesaid license in Form A, mid on after 
the publication of such revocation, which shall be affected by pasting a copy thereof upon sonic 
conspicuous part of such vessel, tlie provisions of rule 20 shall apply to tlie vessel as if no licence had ever 
been granted. 

23 Licence to lie without crew.— Whenever it will appear to the Chief Port Administrator tliat any creek, 
bay or dock is so situated tliat sea-going vessels without any crew there in may remain afloat in such 
creek, bay or dock without danger to any vessel in any part of the port, it shall be lawful for the Chief 
Port Administrator in or C of the schedule to issue a licence exempting any such vessel from tlic 
provisions of Rule 20 and if he thinks fit to revoke, br from time to time amend the aforesaid licence. 

24. Smoking.—No person shall smoke or use naked lights of miy description in a hold or between decks 
of a sea-going vessel or in any enclosed space in such vessels containing stores, cargo or inflamniablc 
material. 

25. Lights.—No sca-going vessel shall without tlic permission of tlie Deputy Conservator, use any lights 
oUier than electric liglits, provided this rule shall not apply to emergency navigation or riding lights 

26. Fires.—Ligliting of on sea-going vessels shall be permitted only in galleys or properly constucted fire 
places. 

27. Fire Works.—The discharge of fire works is prohibited on all sea going vessels.

28. Measures during Fire. —When a fire breaks out in any vessel, the Masters of all sea-going vessels in any 
neighbouring bertlis or mooring shall furl their awnings, get their force pumps and hoses ready for use and 
prepare to slip their cables or hawsers and take such other measures ncccssaiy' to reduce damage due to fire. 

29. Projections from vessels.- —All sea-going vessels proceedings to or from the wharves or jetties shall turn in 
all boats. ;md remove all projections likely to collide with any wall, pier or jetty or quay eqiiipincnf 

-30. Double Banking.^—AH sea-going vessels berthed in the docks either alongside the quay bertli or at the buoys 
must be prepared to receive otlicr vessels alongside Hicm at short notice. Die vessel stationary in the berth 
shall provide all tlie facility to tlic vessel approaching to be berthed alongside in tlie interest of safety of both 
the vessels. 

31 Discharge of Noxious vvastes/filth/rubbish 

No person shall- 

(al wilfully discharge mto the creek, channel or any dock, any petroleum or other inflmnniable liquid. 

(li) wilfully throw any hquid of ano.\ious cliaracter or any filth or any rubbish into tlie waters of any dock. 

-32. Protection of Environment- 
fa) No person shall- 

(i) lay or place iuiy ballast/rubbisli/cargo/goods/artides/substance on any quay/pier/jetty/vessei in 
such a ]iosilion that the same or any part of the same will be likely to fall into the water, if such 
ballastynibbisli/cargo goods/iuticle.s/substance is likely to be detrimental to environment or cause 
damage to stripping after falling into the water. 

fii) Casl/throw/permit or suffer any ballast/nibbisli/cargo goods/articles as refeued in Sub-Rule (i) of 
this nile to fall into tire docks or water from any pier, quay, jetty or vessel. 

(b) Tire Master of any vessel from which any .such cargo/goods/artidcs/substance/thing as aforesaid 
have been cast of thrown or have fallen in the docks or in tire watei shall Ibithw itli report full particulars 
of tire occurrence to the Dock Master or tire Eliifbour Master as tire case may be.

5 3. Comprehensive Rules— The provisions of rules 14,15,24, 25,26,27,42, and 43 shall apply in relation to 

Inland vessels as they apply in relation to sea-going vessels. 

54. Navigable channel— Every Inland vessels shall navigate so as to keep free the navigable channel required 
by the sea-going vessels moving within the port. 

55. Regulation of berths & mooring—Every Island vessel shall take up, or move to or from, any berth mooring 
or place when directed to do so by the Port Management Board. 

56. Anchoring—^No Inland vessel shall anchor in such a position or in such a maimer, as to offer obstruction to 
imy navigable channel within the port. 

57. Restriction on movement—^No Inland vessel shall proceed alongside any sea-going vessel for any purpose 
while international Code Flag 'A' is flying on the triatic stay of the later. 

58. Free passages—^Every Inland vessel, at anchor or underway, shall at all times affords free passage of 
sufficient width to piers, jetties, landing places, wharves, quays, docks, floating dock and moorings. 

59. Storm singnals—When a storm signal is hoisted on the flag staff at Port Control Towers, the Masters of all 
Inlands vessels shall immediately take every precaution to make their vessels and secure. 

60. Crew for vessels—Every Inland steam vessel shall have on board a sufficient number of crew to perform 
any duties which may become necessary for her safety or movement in any emergency. 

61. Pre.scribed lights—Every Inland steam vessel exhibit the lights prescribed in the rules made under the 
Inland Vessels Act 1917 (1 of 1917). 

62. Search lights—Inland vessels arc permitted to use search liglits for navigational purposes, provided that no 
search light shall in any circumstances be directed so as to interfere with the navigation of any vessel 
underway. 

6.3. Fire appliances- Every Inland Steam vessel shall cany the fire appliances prescribed in the rules 
made under the Inland Vessels Act, 1917 (1 of 1*^17). 

64. Communication— Every Inland vessel while navigating between one island to another island or while 
operating witliin the tidal water shall maintain radio communication with tlie Port Control Tower either on 
VHF or HF as per affixed schedule. 

CHAPTER—IV 

RULES FOR HARBOUR CRAFTS 

65 Comprehensive rule.—Tlie provisions of rules 14, 15, 16 and 43 shall apply in relation to harbour 
cmfts as they apply in relation to sea-going vessels and the provisions of rales 54, 55. 56, 57 and 58 as they 
apply in relation to Inland vessels. 

66 Harbour craft Registration and Licencing.—^No Harbour craft shall ply whether regularly or occasionally, 
within, or partly within and partly without, the port, unless it has been registered and licenced under Inland 
Vessel Act, 1917 (1 of 1917) in consultation with the Deputy Conservator of Ports/Mercantile Marine 
Depit., Port, Port Blair by tlie Registering Authority. 

()7 Application for Registration.—Every application for the registration of a Harbour craft shall be made 
in writing to the Deputy Conunissioner, Andamans in Form ‘D’ of the schedule with an affidavit and 
photo certificate furnishing the following particulars ' 

(a) Owner's name and address, or name and address of his duly Authorised agent in Port Blair. 
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(b) description oftheboat/flat and 

(c) nature of license, cargo or passenger, held or required, 

(68) Cancellation of the Registration.—^Thc registered number of a boat/flat shall remain in force as an 
identification munber throughout the whole working life of the boat/flat unless.— 

(a) the boat/flat remains unlicensed for a period of 3 years. 

(b) tlie boat/flat is condemned by the Boat Surveyor as unfit for further service, 

(c) the number branded on the flat/boat becomes obliterated and cannot otherwise be traced and 

(d) the dimensions of the flat/boat are altered. 

69. Application for licence.—Every application for a licence for a flat/boat shall be made in writing to the 
Deputy Commissioner, Andamans in Form ‘E’ of the schedule and shall contain the following particulars;— 

(a) Owner’s name and address, or 

(b) name and address of his duly authorised agent in Port Blair. 

(c) a description of the flat/boat, 

(d) the registered number branded on the flat/boat by the Deputy Commissioner, Andaman or the 
registered number marked according to the provisions of the Registration, and 

(c) the name of the Serang in charge of the flat/boat. 

70. Serang’s Certificate of competancy.—No flauTioat shall be allowed to ply whetlier the limits of the Ports of 
Andaman and Nicobar unless it is in charge of a serang in possession of competancy certificate issued in 
accordance witlr A and N Islands Inland vessels (Certificate of competancy) Rules 1972. 

71. L nlicenccd Harbour craft with cargo.—Every Harbour craft arriving in the declared port of Andamait and 
Nicobar Islands without a licence which has expired and wishing to discharge cargo shall at once apply for a 
unloading permit with tlte Port Management Board. Any Harbour craft discharging cargo under (his tules 
shall, within 15 days of die date of entering tlie port, should apply to the Registering Authority of such vessels 
for survey and licence. 

72. Cargo Boat crew.—Every flat or cargo boat plying in the port shall carry an approved life-buoy or a 
suitable approved substitute with a suitable life line attached to it of size not less tlian 1 inch in 
circumference and 10 fathoms in length. 

73 Passenger boat crew.—Every Passenger boat plying in the port shall, carry not less than two approved 
life-buoys or suitable approved substitutes with suitable lifelines attached to them of not less tlian 1 inch in 
circumference and 10 fatltoms in length, and if it is licenced to carry more than 40 passengers, one additional 
approved life-buoy or a suitable approved substitute witlr a suitable life line attached to it for every additional 
twenty passengers or part thereof 

74. Load line.—Every flat/boat exceeding the registered measurement of 28 cu mts shall have its load 
line, which shall at no time be submerged, indicated by a conspicious mark cut into the hull and 
painted white on dark background. This mark shall be made by tire Boat surveyor at tire time of registration. 

75. Exhibition of Passenger plate.—Every boat licenced to carry passengers shall e.xlribit a passenger plate on 
which shall be shown in English and in Hindi tire registered number of the boat, licence nunrber, the number 
of passengers she is authorised to carry, the rrrrmber of its crew aird the expiry date of its licence. 

70. Inspection of licence.—Every Serang itr-charge of aflat orboat plying in tiro port shall carry his own licence 

and the licence of his flaPboat, each of which shall be produced whenever it is required by the Port Security 
Ofllcer/staff duly authorised by tire Board. Tire licence or a passenger boat shall also be produced for inspection 
at the request of any passenger. 

77 Seizure of Ucence.—In case of breach of these rules or any of the conditions of the licence by the Owner or 
Ageirt or Scrairg of the Boat/flat, Ure flatboat may be seized by the Port Security Officer or by rmy officer/ 
staff so authorised by the Board and kept inpolicc custody till finalisation of tire dispute, the boats/flats found 
plying without licences or witlr Serang witlr expired certificate of competency may be seized by the police. 

78. Duration of licence.—Every licence granted under tlrese rules shall usually continue to be in force for one 
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• ear flow the date on which it is granted, unless revoked, The licence may also be granted to a boaEflat for 
a period of less than a year, if considered'necessary. Duplicate licence may also be issued in lieu of lost or 
del 3 ced licence. Every expired or revoked licence shall be surrendered to the Deputy commissioner, Andamdns 
iv'itliont delay. 

C arriage of passenger.—^No person in-charge of a licenced passenger boat plying for hire in the port 
r.liall, without good reason, refuse to carry in such boat a passenger tenndering the proper hire. 

lEirbour craft.s to be under control.—All harbour crafts underway within the port limit shall themselves 
iia V e sufficient power so tliat they arc able to keep free the Navigational chaimcEwater way require by the sea 
going vessels for entering/departure. 

{,'learmte area for sea going vessels.—The Navigations channel of the ports of Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands shall :i( all times be kept clear for the maneuvering of sea-going vessels. 

Re.striction of harbour crafl.s going alongside sea going vessel.—No harbour craft shall proceed alongside 
any sea-going vessels entering harbour or proceeding to berth or vicse versa. 

Re.stricfion on movement—No boat shall proceed alongside any sea-going vessels entering moorings or 
(v oceeding to a jetty berth, when during the day. International code flag ‘A’ is Eying at the triatic stay of the 
vessel, '’■r when at night, two lights arc exhibited vertically, i.c. a red light over a white light six feet apart

CHAPTER—V 

RULES FOR SHIP-BREAKING 

95 .Application for .ship breaking.—An over requiring to dismantle a \ csscl or break up a vessel for scrap, shall 
applv in writing to the Deputy Conservator, and shall produce for his inspection the clearance given by the 
Director General of Shipping, Indian customs, and die Sales Tax authorities, as applicable, imd also such 
other documents as may be required by the Deputy Conserv aior On being satisfied with the production of 
I eqmrcd documents, as applicable. Deputy Conservator may allot a suitable berth for di.smantlitig die vessel 
within the A & N Islands. 

9() Agreement relating to ship-breaking.—The owner, when required, shall enter into fomial agreement 
on such terms and conditions as may be laid down by the Deputy Conservator, regard being had to die 
circumstances of the case and the degree of ri.sk involved in dismantling, breaking up or destroying of the 
vessel concenied. 
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y 7. Payment of charjres.—The owner sliall iiiunediatcly on demand pay all charges prescribed by the Board as 
and when demanded by the Deputy Conservator, in the shape of wharfage, mooring, berth, hire, dry dock, 
beaciiing charges, ground rent charges crane heire charges and any other charges as applicable, before such 
services are rendered. 

48, Bank guarantee from a scheduled bank for ship-breaking.—The owner shall also furnish, if asked to do 
so, a bank guarantee from a scheduled bank having its head office or branch office m Port Blair, as approved 
by the Board's Chief Accounts Officer in the form prescribed by the Deputy Conservator, undertaking to pay 
to tlic Board, in the event of tlie vessel fully or partially sinking or becoming a wreck, the cost of salvage 
operations to be carried out by tlie Deputy Conservator, to secure the safety of the port, the safety of other 
l essels and/or for keeping clear the navigational charmcls. In deciding the amount and other tenns of such 
bank guarimtee, Uic decision of the Marine Engmeer shall be final. 

44 Ship-hcaking without due diligence.—(I) In case tlie owner fails to carry out the breaking up or dismantling 

work w ith due diligence as required by tlie Marine Engineer, the Board may, without prejudice to any of their 
rights, dieinselves or tluough other agencies break up or dismantle and/or sell and/or remove the portions so 
dismantled or broken up of the vessel at the cost and e.vpensc of die owner, 

(II) The c.xpression owner' includes his agents, representatives or agent of the vessels. 

I ()(). Interpretation of rules.—In case of imy dispute as to the interpretation or working of tliese rules on ship¬ 

breaking, the same shall be referred to die Chairman for decision. 

CHAPTER—VI 

RULES FOR DAMAGE TO PORT PROPERTY 

101 Masters and Owners of vessels shall be held liable for any damage whatsoever diat shall have been caused by 

dicir Ncsscls or servants to any of the works or property of die Board and the Board reserves the right to detain 
dicir vessels in dock until security has been given for die amount of the damage caused , 

Provided diat without prejudice to any rights of the Board, the Chairman or Deputy Conservator may allow 
die vessel or vessels to leave the port on sufficient security being furnished by die Ovvner/Master to cover 
the estimate cost of damage/loss. 

CHAPTER—VII 

RULES FOR VESSELS CARRYING PETROLEUM 
102. Definition.^.—In this chapter mdess the context odierwisc requires ; 

(i) “Bulk oil vessel” means a petroleum vessel widi petroleum in bulk ; 

(ii) “Case oil vessel” means a petroleum vessel with petroleum in cases, casks, drums or other 
receptacles ; 

(iii) “Discharged vessel” means a petroleum vessel which has completed the discharge of its petroleum; 

(iv) “Excluded petroleum” having its flash point not below 93"C (or 200°F), to which these rules do not 
apply; 

(v) “Flash-point” in relation to any petroleum, means the lowest temperature at which it yields a 
vapour which will give momentary' flash when ignited, and detennined in accordance widi die provisions 
of die Petroleum Act, 1434 (30 of 1934) and die rules made thereunder; 

(vi) “Gas free certificate” means a certificate granted by an officer appointed by the Central Govt, in diis 
behalf to die effect that a vessel has been thoroughly cleaned and freed frompetroleum and inflammable 
vapour, 

(vii) "Petroleum” means any liquid hydrocarbon or mixture of hydrocarbons and any inflammable mi.xture 
(liquid, viscous or solid) containing any liquid hydrocarbon; 

(viii) “Petroleum class A” means petroleum having its flash point below 23°C (73°F); 

(i\) “Petroleum class B” means petroleum having its flash point below 65,5°C (15()°F) but not 
below 23°C (73°F) , 
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(x) “Petroleum class C” means petroleum which has its flash point not below 65.5°CC 150°F); 

(xi) “Petroleum in bulk” means petroleum contained in a receptacle exceeding 1000 liters in capacity; 

(xii) “petroleum vessel” means any vessel carrying more than 50000 liters or 5 metric tonnes of petroleum 
class “A” or 500000 liters or 50 metric tonnes of petroleum class “B” or any other substance having 
the same flash points as that of petroleum class “A” or class “B”, 

(xiii) “to transport" means to move petroleum from one place to another within the port. 

103. Regulation of petroleum vessels.—^No petroleum vessel shall proceed above tlie anchorage tmtil it has 
been allotted a berth. 

104 ' Declaration by master of ships carrying petroleum or by the ship’s agent— 

(a) The master of every vessel carrying petroleum or any other substance having flashpoint below 65.5°C 
(150°F) shall deliver to the Pilot before entering the port of A & N Islands a written declaration imder 
his signature. 

Provided that if in anticipation of ship’s arrival the agent for such ship delivers to the Deputy Conservator 
a written declaration of aforesaid under liis signature, no such declaration need be made by the master 
of the ship, 

(b) The agents shall furnish a list of all hazardous cargo with full paticulars to the Deputy Conservator 
and manager (Cargo), the master shall be responsible for compliance with all rules, regulations and 
instructions issued by them, provided that when circumstances warrant, the Deputy Conservator, may 
relax the quantities that may be brought for discharge at the jetties/wharves upto a maximum as 
follows : 

(i) Dangerous petroleum or other substances having a flash pomt below 24.4“C (76°F)—5 toimes. 

(ii) Non-dangerous petroleum or other substances having a flash point below 65.5°C (150°F)—1000 
tomies. 

105. Attendance of tug.—No petroleum vessel with non-dangerous petroleum and no discharged vessel without 
a gas-free certificate for all tanks shall be transported unless it has a tug in attendance. 

106. Discharge of petroleum in bulk and loading of petroleum or inflammable liquids in bulk.— 

A.Petroleum vessel shall discharge/load : 

(i) Petroleum Class "A" in bulk or inflammable liquids having flush point below 23'’C (TS^F) may be 
discharge/shippcd/dircctly into/from storage tanks of importers/exporters at Oil berth. 

(ii) Petroleum class “B”, class “C” or inflammable liquids having flash point of 23'’C and above may 
be discharged/shipped direct into/from storage tanks of importers/exporters at Oil berth. 

107. Discharge of loading case oil vessels.— 

Every case oil vessels shall discharge or load it petroleum or inflammable liquids, at tlie petroleum depot., 
but no such ves.sel shall begin discharge or loading until (he Harbour Master is satisfied that:— 

(i) The Asstl. Collector of customs has permitted its petroleum or, as the case may be, inflaimnable liquids 
to be landed or loaded. 

(ii) Proper arrangements have been made for the disposal of leaky casks or drums or oilier receptacles. 

(iii) Tlie receptacles satisfy the requirements of the Petroleum Rules, 1976. 

108 Discharge into lighters — 

(i) No case oil vessel shall discharge under tlie foregoing rales any petroleum in a lighter unless such 
lighter is capable of being cleared and unloaded into a storage shed between sunrise and sunset: 
Provided that every such liglitcr shall be duly licensed for this purpose by the registrar/surveyor of 
vessels: 

Provided furtlicr no lighter loaded willi petroleum shall be detained overnight in the harbour unless 
specific pennission in writing to tliat effect is first had and obtained from the Deputy Conservator of 
Ports. 

(ii) Provisions of tills rule shall also apply in relation to all inflammable cargo with or without liquid 
hydrocarbon. 
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109, Fire.—No fire or naked light and no smoking shall be allowed on any boat earryhig petroleum in cases, 

drums or other receptaele. 

110 lii-adcquate facilities for discharge. —If the Assistant Collector of customs at any time declares that the 
accommodation for discharge of petroleum by any petroleum vessel is unsuitable, the Deputy Conservator 
may direct that tire vessel be removed to anchorage within the port. 

11). Di.scharge or loading under own power. —^No petroleum vessel shall witliout tlie pennission in writing of 

die Deputy Conservator, dischinge or load petroleum Class ‘ A’ or petroleum Class ‘B ’ in bulk evith its own 
generated power. 

1 1.2. Petroleum or inflammable liquids in small quantity.— A vessel, carrying otlierwise than in bulk a 
quantity of petroleum class 'A’ or inflammable liquids not exceeding 5 tonnes (5000 liters) or petroleum 
class 'B’ or inflammable liquids not exceeding .*>0 tomics (500000 liters), may land it at the docks or 
jetties mider the following conditions :— 

(i) that petroleum Class ‘A’ is covered by aii import licence granted under the Pctrolcmn Rules, 
1970. 

(ii) that each consignee who imports petroleums Class ‘A’ in quantity exceeding 300 liters produces 
a certificate of storage accoimnodation in form II of tlic Pctrolcimi Rules. 1970, signed by him 
or his agent. Provided that quantities not exceeding 5 tonnes (5000 litresf petroleum Class A' 
or quantities not exceeding 50 tonnes (50000 litres) or petroleum class ‘B’ may be discharged 
into lighters or bo.ats with the previous approval of the Deputy Conservator of ports. 

Provided fnrtlier tliat petroleum class C' otherwise than in bulk may be landed in any quantity 
at tlic docks or jetties or discharged over side into boats, or lighters. 

113, Clcaaing.—Every vessel discharging petroleum or otlrer inflarmnablc liquids shall, unless it is proceeding 

direct to sea move without delay to tire appointed moorings at which she shall, sub ject to any direction of the 
Harbour Master, remain until she is cleaned and freed from petroleum and inflammable vapour : 

Provided that the Harbour Master may. if he is satisfied that due precautions have been taken to prevent llie 
discharge of oil, water or refuse on to a wliarf or into adock or strettm, pennii it to pertbrm cletuiing operations 
alongside the berth at which it has discharged. 

114 Precaution within docks.— 

(i) Evciy vessel discharging petroleum class ‘B’ shall cany at each end a 10 cm wire pendant 
fitted at either end with an eye and the in-board end of the wire shall be placed on the nearest 
available bitts and the outboard end shall hang williin reach of water 

(ii) The length of each such pendant shall be 15 fatlioms and the same shall be iiglitly strapped to 
the rails. 

11.5. Bunkering petroleum.—No vessel shall bunker widi petroleum fiom any boat or barge between sunset and 

suiuisc Between sunrise and sun.set bunkering of vc.sscls with petroleum from imy boat or biuge will be 
penuilted,— 

(a) at moorings in the stream, 

(b) at the jetties, 

(c) in the dry docks, it die Dock master/Harbour master is satisfied tliat the flash point of the petroleum is 
not below 65,5°C or 150“F 

1 lo Preeaution.s during bunkering.—Every ve.ssel loading petroleum for hunkers shall obsen ed Llie following 

cotiditions 

(a) The Master or First Mate of the vessel shall be on board atid shall be responsible lor ensuring that 
bunkering rules :irc observed ;md dial all reasonable precautions for .safety arc taken. 

(b) yVn otTiecr of the vessel shall be on watch and an attendani shall be stationed at die flexible 
comieeting pipe, 

(c) No smoking, cooking, naked lights or forges shall be allowed within 40 meters of die flexible 
and inlet pipes. 
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(d) Asuitablc gutter or other contrivanceshall beplacedundcrthe connecting pipes to prevent anypetioieum 
dripping into the sea, wharves, jetties. 

(c) An attendant shall always be on duty at the pump of the vessel supplying the fuel. 

(f) Pollution of the harbour waters with petroleum products is strictly prohibited and the Agent/' 
vessel will be held responsible. 

117. Craft not allowed alongside.—No inland vessel or small craft shall approaclv witliin d(i 48 meters of : 

(a) a petrrolcnm vessel bunkering or discharging in bulk. 

(b) a discharged vessel until all her openings are closed. 

118. Certification on boats and barges.—^No boat or barge shall transport petroleum in bulk vvitlii* the poi; 
unless it has been licenced by the registering authority, and also licenced by the appropriate authority in 
accordance with the Petroleum Rules, 1976. 

119. Restriction on night work.—No vessel shall load, discharge or transport petroleum vt itliiii Iho potl uf 
A & N Islands between sunset and sunrise, provided that these rules shall not apply to bulk oi! 
vessels discharging at Oil berth in accordance with the provisions of tlie Petroleum Rules, 1976. 

120 Transhipment of heavy petroleum.— Any vessel may, with the consent in writing of the Harbour 
Master, tranship to any other vessel Petroleum Class ‘C’ in bulk. 

121 Prohibited discharge of bilges in the water.—Vessels wishing to do so are to ensure tliat their Agents 
pro vide sullage barges for tlie purpose, penalty, upto Rs. 5 Lakhs will be charged in accordmicc wit!i Scciio!' 
12 of Indian Ports Act, 1908. 

122. Restriction on straw/wood.—No fires or smoking or naked lights shall be penuitted on any vessel 
carrying straw/wood products. 

123. Gas free certificate for bulk oil vessels.— 

(i) No bulk oil vessel shall be taken amongst other ships unless the vessel is proceeding io an nil 
berth (or in the case of a vessel carrying fuel oil only, into a dock) or a ccrtiCicaie is pioduced 
from tlie competent authority, to the effect that he has examined the tanks, cofferdams, pump looms and 
such otlier parts as deemed necessary witli tlie aid of vapour testing instnmienls and certified by iiim in 
writing tliat such tanks, cofferdams, pump rooms and otherparts of the vessel arc-free from pctroleur.i 
and vapour of petroleum and the vessel is in a fit state to enter the dock. 

(ii) Tlie Master of all oil bulk vessels proceeding to dry dock shall produce tlie certificaie reflci cd io in Sub 
rate (1). 

(iii) No repair work to any part of fitting of a petroleum tanker shall be carried out in the dry dock, or 
in the wet dock tmless such pari or filling has been examined by Uie competent aiitliority. and 
certified by iiim in writing to be free from petroleum vapour or petroleum. 

(i\') tlic competent authority, while granting a certificate referred to in tliis Rule shall specify (here 
on tlie period for which and the conditons under which such certificate shall remain valid. 

(v) Provided tliat a bulk oil vessel wliichhas not carried petroleum of fla.sli point below 1 .“'O" F since her 1;ls1 
gas free certificate was granted and which is entering a dry dock for llic purpose of hull painting ;md 
examination only, will be admitted into dry dock on a certificate issued by tlie master of tlie vessel 
stating tliat tlie tanks liavc been properly cleaned out. If after entry into the dry dock it ti mispircs tliat the 
vessel requires more intensive repairs, a gas free certificate sliall be produced before sucli repairs can 
be undertaken. 

124. Separate certificate for repairs to any compartments .-Every bulk oil vessel entering die jHiri nilSj a 
gas free certificate shall, before carrying out repairs involving the use of naked lights in any 
compartment, obtain a further certificate for that compartment. 

125. Gas free Certificate necessary in certain ca.se,v.—Every vessel in tlie port which uses oil as fuel shall 
before carrying out any repairs in tlie bunkers obtain a gas-free certificate from tlie conipclciU autliority. 

126 Officers on board.—During the time any petroleum vessel is in the port, tlie master and Cliicf Engineer 
officer shall be on board to carry’ out and give effect to the provisions of these rules. 
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127. During the time that petroleum vessel is loading or discharging or preparing to load or discharge 
petroleum, the Master and Chief Engineer shall be on board and shall see that every precaution is 
taken to ensure the safety of the vessel and its cargo and in particular that the boilers and machinery 
are maintained in working order so that tlie vessel may be moved without delay if so required by the 
Harbour Master. 

CHAPTER—Vm 

RULES FOR SIGNALS AND COMMUNICATION SYSTEM 

128. Communication and nature of service 

Ports of Diglipur, Mayabundcr, Rangat, Port Blair, Hut Bay, Car Nicobar, Nancowry and Campbell 
Bay are equiped with HFRT/VHFRT and Radio Telex system and all sea-going vessels can 
conununicate with these ports. Vessels should restrict signal traffic to safety, ship movement services 
and prot operations only. 

12 y. Procedure for signal transmission and reception.— 

(a) Only Radio communications from sliip to shore and shore to ship shall, (as per the provisions of the 
station licence) be accepted and public correspondence of any nature is excluded from this network. 

(b) Following arc the salient features of the service 

(i) distress messages orreplies thereto. 

(ii) urgency messages orreplies thereto. 

(iii) safety messages orreplies thereto. 

(iv) port operation and ship movement services. 

(v) obs/wcather services. 

(vi) ship reporting system/infonnation pertaining to position, course, speed etc. 

(vii) Govt, communications. 

(c) Relay system :—The station-in-charge shall relay tlie messages where necessary. 

(d) Despatch of signals to addressees ;—All agents/ship owners or other addressees are to depute 
dieir messengers for collection of mcssages/signals from the Port Control Towers. 

(e) Assigned frequencies and schedules for the A&N Port Communication Network:— 

Port Communication Centre and the Port Control Towers shall maintain watch on Day 
frequency from 0600 to 2000 hrs. and on night frequencies from 2000 to 0600 hrs. for HFATtF Radio 
telephones and Ratio Telex calls. 

(f) Prohibition on HF Transmission:— 

No HF Transmission is premitted within the port limits and vessels at an charage should maintain/ 
constant/continuous watch on VHF chaimel 16. 

(g) Prohibition of transmissions;— 

All vessels are forbidden to carry out unnecessary transmission of superfluos signals. Unauthorised 
transmission or reception of private nature is prohibited. 

(!i) Infringements/misuse:— 

Signal language/Marionc vocabulary is to be used for conununlcation. No indecent/slang language 
is permitted on the circuits. Infringmaits of Radio Regulations/conventions shall be reported to the appropriate 
authority. 

130. Maintenance of service documents:— 

All stations shall maintain tire service documents for radio communication as required under Wireless 
Telegraphy Act 1885 (13 of 1885). These stations shall be periodically inspected by the Wireless 
Inspector of Ministry of Telecommunications. The station-in-charges are to ensure that licences are 
kept in a prominent place in tire Radio room of the Control Tower/Communication Centres. 
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13 li. Qualiflcations of the Port Signal operators of the Port Control Tower and Port Communication Centre 

(Certificate of competency):— 

(a) As per the provisions of licence issued under wireless Telegraphy Act, 1985. 

(b) Knowledge of the International Code of Signals, Indian Port Act, 1908, rules notified for Port 
Operations, detailed knowledge of the Maritime Rules of the Road, knowledge of Maritime Buoyage systems 
‘A’, radio regulations, local lights, code of storm signals, safety rules, knowledge for operation of tide guagjL's 
and other subjects decided by the Examinations committee. 

(c) Following are the members of the Examination committee :— 

(i) Dy. Conservation of Ports or — Chief Examiner 

Harbour Master 

(ii) Officer-in-incharge — Member 

Communication Centre, 

Fortress Head Quarters. 

(iii) Manager (Ports Signal and ■— Member

132. Log books required to be maintained by the Port Control Tower :— 

(a) Official Log Books (Signal) ;—Duty Signal Operator to log all observtion made on movement of 
vessels. The Log Book should contain following information :— 

(i) Sighting time of the vessel. 

(ii) Direction and approach instructions giv en. 

(iii) Berthing instructions given. 

(iv) Vesscll's position whilepassingvarious navigational points. 

(v) Time of signals madc'^to port as per Chapter VI of Indian Port Act, 1908 and Local Signals 
made to Port. 

(vi) Pilot's boarding and disembarkation time. 

(vii) Port crafts and Pilot Launches arrangement time for port operations. 

(viii) Particulars on placement/display of storm signals 

(ix) Vessel’s anchor position and time of anchoring. 

(x) Tide, sunset and sunrise particulars. 

(xi) Functioning of local navigations lights and position. 

(xii) Berthing time and vessel state at the wharves/jetties. 

(xiii) Observation made on rafting, movement of harbour craft ferries and landing/taking off of 
sea planes. 

(.\iv) Particulars on identification of vessels passing/approaching the port. 

(xv) All other observations made on safety of vessel including dragging of anchors and singals made/ 
observed as shore-life-saving station. 

(xvi) Vesselarrivaldraft, (forward, mid ship and aft), 

(xvil) Any other relevant observation. 

(b) Shipping register;—Shipping Register showing the particulars of vessels as per the Masters arrival notification 
(vizNRT, GRT, Arrival time. Master’s Name, Flag, Last port of call. Next port of call, port clearance munber. cargo 
and passenger particulars) shall be maintained by the Port Control Towers. 
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Regi'Jters pertaining to Port Operations:—Four the purpose of realising the vessel related charges, voucher 
registers shall be maintained showing the details of tug operations, pilotingparliculars (inward and outward), beafthing, 
of vessels at various wharves/Jettics any supply of fresh water tlirough shore hydrants/barges. 

133, Local Signals:— 

(a) All singals shall be made be vessels by using the International Code of Singals and shall 
be acknowledged by the Code pendant being hoisted at the flag mast head. 

(b) Morse, Flags, Flashlights, Semaphore. VHF/HF radio telephone may be used as means 
for communicating with the Port Control Towers. 

(c) All vessels shall call port station by using Flag Z by day and by flashing ‘Z’ at short 
intervals by night, 

(d) All night signals shall be made in one hoist, with the lights in a vertical line one over the other 
not less than one metre apart. 

(e) Details of Local signal (by day & by night) giving their meanings is placed at Amrexure. 

134 Repeal and saving;— 

The Andaman & Nicobar Islands (Entry of sea-going vessel in Ports) Rules, 1972 are hereby repealled. 
Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken under tlie pervious Rules shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken under the corresponding provisions of these Rules.
